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Freedom  to  Hear 

(AGP)— Debating  with  Communists  on  campus  should  be 
a  reciprocal  affair,  argues  THE  REDLANDS  BULLDOG,  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Redlands,  Redlands,  California- 

Last  spring,  in  response  to  a  request  to  have  such  a  de¬ 
bate  on  campus— a  request  backed  by  the  campus  Young  Re¬ 
publicans  and  various  BULLDOG  writers— the  administration 
refused  to  allow  a  Communist  to  debate  at  UR. 

Now  the  BULTjDOG  has  received  a  letter  from  36  students, 
telling  of  their  experiences  in  Prague,  Chechoslovakia,  and 
raising  the  question  of  why  they  were  allowed  to  speak  at  a 
Communist  university  and  Communists  were  not  allowed  to 
even  debate  at  ours. 

There  arc  several  reasons  why  their  question  is  quiet  valid. 

First,  if  there  is  any  truth  in  what  these  “extremists”  have 
to  say,  it  is  a  grave  error  and  contrail  to  the  spirit  of  an  aca¬ 
demic  institution  to  deny  students  the  right  to  hear  them. 

Second,  if  the  views  of  the  extremists  are  untrue — a  dis¬ 
tinct  possibility—  UR  students  still  are  cheated  by  being  de¬ 
nied  the  opportunity  of  hearing  them  out. 

Besides,  to  label  everything  a  Communist  or  a  Bircher  says 
as  untrue  smacks  of  self-appointed  infallibility  and  forfeits  to 
the  opponents  of  democracy  many  otherwise  valid  concepts. 

John  Stuart  Mill  in  his  essay  “On  Liberty”  emphasizes: 
“He  who  knows  only  his  side  of  the  case  knows  little  of  that. 
His  reasons  may  be  good,  and  no  one  may  have  been  abel  to 
refute  them.  But  he  is  equality  unable  to  refute  the  reasons 
on  the  opposite  side.” 

We  urge,  then,  (1)  because  extremists  may  have  something 
of  worth  to  say,  and  (2)  because  we  need  to  know  and  under¬ 
stand  opposing-  viewpoints  in  order  to  defend  our  own  con¬ 
victions,  that  the  administration  alter  its  stand  on  extremist 
speakers. 

Surely,  if  the  totalitarian  Communists  are  willing  to  let  us 
chaUenge  them  in  their  own  back-yard,  we  should  not  be  afraid 
to  have  them  challenge  us  at  the  UR.

Have  you  ever  heard  of  a 
dog  adopting  an  entire  college? 
You  might  say  that  a  little 
tramp  dog  wandered  onto  the 
campus  of  Northwest  Missouri 
State  and  did  just  that.  Some¬ 
how  he  came  to  be  called 
“Mike”  and  soon  became  an 
energetic  member  of  college 
life. 

Mike  gratefully  accepted  all 
the  fringe  benefits  of  free  meals 
and  lodging  fi-om  whichever 
member  of  the  faculty  that  he 
happened  to  follow  home  that 
particular  evening.  Mike  be¬ 
came  especially  attached  to  M. 
B.  Boase,  secretary  of  the  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  College. 

Mike  never  really  studied  too 
much,  but  he  did  attend  class¬ 
es.  He  enjoyed  class  and  often 
occupied  his  favorite  spot  un¬ 
der  the  instructor’s  desk.  Not 
only  did  Mike  attend  classes, 
but  he  was  also  quite  athleti¬ 
cally  inclined.  He  never  failed 
to  show  off  at  every  home  game 
with  his  green  and  white  letter 
sweater  v/ith  the  big  “M”  writ¬ 
ten  on  it. 

This  all  went  to  make  up  tlie 
happy  life  of  a  little  grayish 
dog,  until  one  day  he  decided  to 
go  along  on  a  field  trip  with  the 
agriculture  class.  The  class 
was  spraying  trees  with  arse¬ 
nate  of  lead.  Mike  decided  to 
have  a  drink  of  this  spray  and 
promptly  became  sick.  Even 
though  a  veterinarian  was 
called,  nothing  could  be  done 
to  help  Mike  and  he  died  that 
same  day.

The  1962-63  sports  scene  at  NWMSC  is  nearing  its  end, 
and  since  the  Missourian  will  end  publication  with  this  issue, 
a  sports  recap  of  the  year  seems  in  order. 


The  year  started  wrong 
sportswise,  as  the  Bearcat 
football  team  dropped  all  nine 
games.  However,  with  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  several  St.  Benedict’s 
stars,  combined  with  a  host 
of  returning  lettermen,  pros¬ 
pects  for  next  year  seem 
bright.  Coach  Ivan  Schottel 
will  handle  the  grid  reins  next 
season,  with  Coach  Earl  Baker 
serving  as  head  defensive 
mentor  and  overall  assistant 
to  Schottel.  Coach  Robert  Greg¬ 
ory  will  again  be  the  line  coach, 
also  assisting  Schottel. 


Four  sports  are  stitl  in  pro¬ 
gress,  so  no  final  report  can 
be  made.  However,  all  deserve 
mentibn  for  strong  showings 
thus  far. 

Coach  Burton  Richey’s  base- 
ballers  are  vastly  improved 
over  last  year.  Early  in  the 
season  they  matched  1962’s 
victory  mark  and  doubled  the 
mark  before  season’s  comple¬ 
tion. 


Coach  Jerry  Landwer,  faced 
with  a  rebuilding  problem, 
guided  his  grapplers  to  an  out¬ 
standing  13-1  mark,  taking  sec¬ 
ond  place  in  the  Mo.
